A Dog Inauunce Company and Uneoln'* 


Dog Fight— Gossip About Ben Ixjferre. 
Statesmen "Who Have Built Washington 
Homes for Other Men to Live in. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


WASHINGTON, July 80.— Fully half of the 


flno houses in this city are vacant today. 
The families of the statesmen hare departed 
for the seashore and their mansions are ip 
the charge of servants or care takers. A 
number of them are cared tor in a curious 
way, and Washington has the only dog in- 
surance company in the country, , There it 
an enterprising fellow hero, who owns a 
dozen or moro bulldogs, and he has, utilized 
these in the taking caieof Wg houses. He 
makes contracts with the owners of the 
houses to take charge of them in their ab- 
sence. He agrees to air the house once a day 
and to become responsible for ite contents 
and their condition. He has a dozen . bouses 
under his care, and he manages (hem with 
these dogs. As soon as the bouse is. vacated 
he takes one of his bulldogs to it and leaves 
him in it, locking tho doors and closing 
the windows. 
The bulldog is quite fe«v 


cious, and ho knows bis business. He would 
jump at any intruder, and he knows no conv 
mand but his master's. His master .visit* 
him every morning, and feeds him and lots 
him: run out while ho airs the house. He 
then looks him vip and goes on to the next 
house which ho is taking care of, and treats 
tho dog there in chargo in tho some way.'; .He 
makes another round of his houses at night, 
and the experiment so far has, I am told, 
proved a success. There is no wear and tear 
of tho furniture as when servants are left In 
chargo of tho house, and the owner Is sure 
that it will not bo turned into a one horse 
boarding house during his absence, which 
has happened in certain cases I have known. 


Rents grow very cheap in Washington dur- 


ing the summer, and statesmen when they go 
away are bftou very glad to get some to 
stay in their houses and take care of tbojn. 
" It is hard to ilnd good tenants even for noth- 
ing, and a leading western senator told roe 
of bis oxporlonco of lost summer, the other 
night. Said he: "I had to be away four 
months and I did not want to store my furni- 
ture. Washington is a city of bedbugs and 
I feared if I packed it away it would be moth 
oaten and bug ridden. 1 looked about a long 
time and could find no one whom I thought 
would take tho proper care of it At lastl 
decided to give it over to the brother of my 
stenographer. He had Just married a ocmn- 
try girl up in Delaware and seemed to.be a 
nice follow. Ho was employed in the gov- 
ernment printing office and was paying 
probably £25 or 130 a month rent for his 
rooms. I thought that his wife would take good 
caro of things and I told him I would chargo 
him no rent whatever. I left everything In 
tho house and went away with my family. 
Whon I returned I found half of the ; dishes 
gone and some flno flint glass tumblers were 
missing, and in their place were some thick 
enough to give you tho lockjaw to drink out 
of them. I had a few dozen of wine ; ip the 
cellar, and my wifo had somo fruit and pre- 
serves which wore canned and packed away. 
When I got bock my wino bottles were empty 
and the young Delaware married couple had 
eaten everything about ,the house, even to,;a | 
box of seldlitz powders. They hod used some ; 
patent oil burning apparatus in the range;in- \ 
stood of coal and the walls of the kitchen 
wore as dark as the stove. They hod scandal- J 
isscd the neighborhood by moving about the 
house in light attire, and they capped the' 
climax by offering me their gas bills to pay : 
when I came back. They borrowed some fine. 
volumes of music and took them off into the < 
country, but these they afterward returned. : 
I paid tho gas bills and was glad to got rid of 
them." -

of tho most remarkable bull dog fight on rec- 
ord as for as its audience was concerned. .-. It 
took place during President Lincoln's ad- 
ministration, and tho scone of it was tho 
White House stobles.

I saw nothing in tho darkuoss but the 
moats of the ship, but I beard the awful 
cries of thoso who were struggling in the 
water or sinking to death. I suppose ] 
had been In the water five minutes when 
I oamo near n row bout from tho Thing- 
valla.

hagen. Those saved lost all their effects, 
and even all their clothing except their 
night-wear. 
'Anders " Wilse, of Minneapolis, one 
of those saved, says -that being used 
to early rising, he waa awake when 
the crash came 
about four o'clock. 


He heard the cries of the officers and 
crew, and the orders for all to come on 
deck. He rushed np and tried to cut 
loose one of the life-boats, but could not 
do so. The steamer sank with terrible 
rapidity. 
He was taken down in the 


whirlpool. When he came up he was 
under an overturned life-boat. 
HB swam 


around until he was picked up. 


Oler Jansen, ol 8t Paul, Minn., says 


that when he heard the ships crash to- 
gether, he seized a life-preserver and 
rushed on deck. He cut one of the Qetaer'si 
boats loose, but it stuck to the steamer 
until she sank. The life-boat was then 
freed, but turned over before it reached 
the water. He got on the upturned boat 
and was saved by the boatswain's crew 
from the Thingvalla. 


The most miraculous escape ol1 all was 


that of the second mate, Mr. Jorgonsen. 
He was in his bunk when the collision oc- 
curred. The black nose of the Thingvalla 
scraped by his bunk, and pushing against 
tho door of his cabin, held it closed. The 
anchor chain of theThingvalla was hang- 
ing almost within his reach. He sprang 
for it, nnd grasping it, went up hand over 
hand on to the Thingvalla.
